
COUNTY ECONOMIC PROFILE

...experienced a 12.2% increase in population
between 1990 and 2000, resulting in a 2000 total
population of 85,897.  In 2000, the county had
97.4 persons per square mile, a density similar to
that of the state as a whole.  The median age in
Dodge County is 37.0, indicating a slightly older
population than the State of Wisconsin, which has
a median age of 36.0 years.  The largest municipality
is the City of Beaver Dam.

The median value of owner-occupied
housing in Dodge County is $105,800.  2.5% of
the housing units are seasonal, a value far below
the state’s average of 6.3%.

Farmland covers 69.4% of the county, while 42.9%
of Wisconsin land is used for farming.  The county
is 7% forested and has 29 of the State’s 15,057
lakes.

In Dodge County, Quad Graphics, Inc.
employs more workers than any other
manufacturing firm, and the Department of
Corrections is the largest non-manufacturing
employer.  The Manufacturing industry generates
the largest share of the county’s total personal
income.  Dodge County’s 1999 median household
income was $45,190.
